The Ohio river may go beyond the 
flood sUge ot 50 feet in this district 
1b the statement made this morning 
by District Weather Forecaster Dev- 
•I eaux in Cincinnati. He predlcta that 
a flood stage ot 60 feet will be reached 
•t Clnolnnatl by Saturday morning 
and that the orest may not be reached 
before Sunday. 

During Thursday tilght the Ohio at 
this point MM several feet. The guage 
at the loial Vbarf at S o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon registered 3S feet and 
at 8 o'clock Friday morning It regis- 
tered 41,2 feet. At 3 o'clock Friday 
afternoon the government guage reg- 
istered 43.6 showing a rise of 2.3 feet 
In seven hours on a very large vol- 
umn of water. 

The flood stage of flfty feet will put 
water on the floor of Limestone bridge 
and greatly Interfere with traffic Into 
the Beat and ot the olty. Forty-five 
or «lx feet will put water In the "hole" 
nrtder the C. ft 0. railroad bridge on 
Bridge street and make It necessary 
for the street ear passengers to trans- 
fer. This Is expected Friday night. 

Should the river reach a stage of 
rear BB feet In the Maysvllle district 
c insiderahle damage will be done here 
but so long as the river does not reach 
a higher stage than 60 feet little dam- 
age will be done. 

The very oold weather the people o 
this section are now experiencing will 
do much toward holding the river 
back. As long as the ground in the 
up-river districts remains frozen It is 
possible that anything like a disas- 
trous flood will be averted. 

The weather Bureau at Cincinnati 
received reports Friday that consider- 
able water from Pittsburgh was on 
Its way down the river in addition to 
the heavy waters from the Kanawhn 
river. At Pittsburgh the river Is 22.8 
foet— S Inohea above flood stage. At 
Dam 6, below Pittsburgh, the river 
Binge Is 32.6 feet, a rise of 13 feet, 
and two feet above flood stage. At 
Wheeling the river is 30,4 feet, a rise 
of 17 feet. 

Five to six Inches of snow has fal 
Itn in West Virginia and there was a 
very light snowfall in the Cincinnati 
district Friday morning, A dispatch 
from Oalllpolls Friday morning states 
that the flood stage there or S9 feet 
was already exceeded by seven feet 
^•n^ tlw river wa rlaiag halt a foot 
an hopn. .. .

A message was received here this 
morning announcing the death ot Ser- 
geant Walter 1. Nauman yesterday af- 
ternoon at 4:80 o'clock at the base 
hospital,' Camp McClelland, Anniston, 
Ala. His father, mother and wife were i 
at his bedside when the end came. 

Sergeant Nauman entered (tie ner- 
vlce of bis country on May 29, 1918, 
and had been stationed at CanMi Mc- 
Clelland for several months, lie had 
lecently undergone succeaniully two 
Burglcftl operationn hut shortly after 
bla apparent recovery from the last 
operation he contracted influensa 
which later developed into pneumonia. 

The announcement ot Mr. Nauman's 
death In Maysville this morning 
caused great sorrowing among hun- 
dreds of his friends and acquaintances 
for there were few young men In 
Maysville more popular. Besides po- 
Hcsslng a fine character which was ad- 
mired by everyone, he was a young 
man of bright future.

Besides being a successful young 
business man. Mr. Nauman was In the 
best sense of the word a Christian 
gentleman. His Christianity extended 
beyond the walls of the church In 
which he worshiped and was plainly 
visible through bis every day life. Ev- 
ery one honored him ^>r <ne sort of 
life he lived and It can be truly said of 
him that his candle was not hid under 
a bushel but it so shined that all who 
Ciime In contact with him could see 
and read him. 

He was a member of the Third 
Street M. E. Church and also a mem- 
"ber of the local Masonic fraternity. 

He was a successful business man, 
a dutiful son, a good brother, a true 
Christian gentleman, a patriotic sol- 
dier and a splendid example for the 
young manhood of the community, 

The entire city mourns with the 
loved ones the loss ot a truly good 
man.

Vtraahington, January s— nans tor 
consolidation ot the flu Internal rev- 
enue offlces In Kentnoky prepared by 
the Treasury Deparltment have been 

suspended, according to information 
obtained today. 

As the matter now stands, the prO' 
posed reorganization of this branch 
of the Federal service In the State 
will not be made until July 1, begin 
ning of the new fiscal year. 

It had been contemplated to bring 
about the reorganization of the of- 
fices early In January, but the mass 
of details incident to the abolishment 
of three ofllaen and the enlargement 
of the remaining two prompted Com- 
missioner Roper to decide to postpone 
for a time the reorganization scheme. 

Consolidation plans provide for 
abolishment of the internal revenue 
offlces at Covington, Danville and 
Owensboro. 

It had been suggested to remove 
the headquarters of the Seventh In 
tcrnal Revenue district from I.«xing 
ton to BVankfort, but this win not 
be done, It was learned today. 

The offlces at LoulsvUle and at Le»- 
ington will, of eourse, be enlarged 
Other than that tset neither will be 
affected when the reorganisation 
takes place. 

The Treasurer Department regards 
the proposed change at one that will 
gr. a long way toward Increasing the 
efficiency of the Internal revenue ser 
etee la Ksataeky.

As the train drew 
Into the city amidst the noisy demon- 
Kiratlons ot the crowds, military air- 
planes and dirigibles darted back and 
fr rth in the sky. 

The programme arranged for Pres- 
i.lont VVIIson's entertainment today in- 
cluded a luncheon with Queen Mother 
^'argherlta, a reception by the Parlia- 
ment and a state dinner with King 
Victor Emanuel, toltowlng the visit to 
the President of a deputation from the 
Quirlnal. In the evening the citlcen- 
ship of Rome will be conferred upon 
the American Executive, 

On Saturday there will be a lunch- 
eon at the American embassy in hon- 
or of the President, This also is tne 
day set for his visit to Pone Benedict 
and for his reception to Protestant 
bodies at the American church. He 
will take dinner with the court. The 
President expects to leave for Genoa 
on Sunday, and possibly will go to 
Milan. On Monday he will arrive at 
Turin, where he will make a short 
visit, leaving for Paris on Monday 
night.

With the coming of peace there will be a tendency to forget 

what the boys have done in this war. "Already a uniform looks 
difficult," says a cynic from a neighboring city — and to him it pro- 
bably does. But to the great mass of Americans it does not, and it 
must not. We must not allow our ardor for the soldiers to cool ff ; 
they ate still our soldiers. They are entitled to all the consideration, 
to all the love and affection, they would be entitled to if the war were 
going on at this very moment. 

But it must be confessed there is a tendency to forget. Few of 
us remember the bridge which bore us across the stream, after we 
have safely cross^d over. In the heat of battle, in the hours wheH 
the smoke of destruction is thick about us — when the menace is be- 
fore our eyes — ^we make many promises. We are going to do, oh, 
ever so much for those w<ho rescue us. But no sooner ha» the battle 
ceased, and the smoke cleared away, than we begin losing our en- 
thusiasm for our saviors. These long casualty lists that are being 
printed from day to day ought to open our eyes to what we owe these 
soldiers; they ought to fasten in our minds forever the meaning of 
the uniform. 

It cannot be expected that we remab keyed up in our excite- 
ment. The martial music does not sound so inspiring when it is 
known there is no enemy to be met. But, deep down in our hearts 
we can resolve that we shall not forget the uniform, nor treat it with 
any less respect when a peace treaty is signed than we did in the 
)lark days wben the boys went marching away. — Columbus Dispatch.

In a report on Cbrlitmu dajr, it was 
•tate4 ^jr the Inspector and Ekamlner 
iljltt 1^ examination of the Ken- 
tuoky'-illiteraoy CommisBion, he found 
more thui 100,000 tlUteratea had been 
taught diirlng the past five years, leav- 
ing about lOOiOOO to be taoptht before 
1920. 

The aim set by Kentucky tP wipe 
out illiteracy before the 1920 cenBus la 
taken must be acoompliebed. While 
it may mean a gigantic taak to teach 
100»00 In 6ne year to read and write 
It-jtUll, In ^t, be easier than it was 
in the pionmr stages of the movement 
•to iSMmiiki first lOO.UUO. Public Hon- 
tlraent is now solidly behind the move- 
fnent, better methods of teaching 
adults have been workea out, and n 
more complete organization has boon 
built up, and the fact that 1920 is near 
and Kentucky's rank will then be fljo-^ 
ed for another decade affords a pow- 
erful Bttmului. 

^ lb,000 teachers ehould each teach 
one tbfttMk wopld soon be ^one. }tv^7 
teaohera in Kentucky have taught 
twtM or three times that many durlni; 
the past few years. If the citizens 
would' divide the task with the teach- 
«r«, and lO.OOO citizpus, men and wn- 
men, would each teach five, It woulil 
be done. The war has rcvoaled the 
handicap of illiteracy and the need of 
moonlight schools. The live thousaml 
soldiers taught at Camp Taylor, as 
well as the 96,000 men and. women 
taught in the moonlight lohopli and 
in their homes will be missionaries 
who wUI spread the gospel of every- 
body's duty to learn to read and write. 

A sweeping campaign will be con- 
ducted dtoring 1919 to make for Ken- 
tucky's Illiterates, one and all. a Hap- 
py New Year In which they can read 
the news and wield the pen. Every 
patriotic citizen should enlist for the 
scrvioe he can best perform. Certain- 
ly all will take a stand for giving these 
Kentnckyians a chance.

America for over Ave weeks, so you 
can Imagine how we are traveling and 
I am quite sure I will not hear from 
you for some time.

George Is in Austria now and the 
chances are he will be there 
some time. The branch of service I 
belong to did its bit 1 assure yi>n 
When it came to artillery we had ii 
and we were always where n was go- 
ing on.

The great City Editor gave Bam 
Htairs his last aiiignment yesterday 
and he banded In hie copy at! about 
7:46 o'clock as he peacefully irested 
Id his suy obklr ttUff the opta fire 
at bis home In the town of iDover, 
where for many y«rs he hMjchnm- 
icled the doings of the comma«lty. 

Colonel Btairt was 66 years of age 
and tbe greater part of his life was 
spent in a priating oHlce. When but a 
snjall lail lie became "devil" li. the of- 
flco of hl» uncle in Seymour, Ind. In 
this office he "learned the citse" and 
when bli uncle was elected to Con- 
gress, Sam was made editor of the 
amall weekly paper. When hla uncle 
returned to the editorial tri pod Sam 
heard the call of the city and went 
to Indianapolis to make a success In 
the newspaper game. He became a 
reporter on the Indianapolis Sun and 
in a few years had succeeded In work- 
ing himself to the City Eflltor's desk. 
After some little time In the big city 
he again determined to return to Sey- 
mour and there he became owner oi 
his uncloH paper. The paper was 
made a dally and later sold. Sam 
Stairs founded two other small dally 
newspapers In this city and waa 
known there as "the father of small 
dallies." 

He came to Mason county many 
years ago and founded tbe Dover 
News which for a time was published 
In the town of Ripley and carried to 
Dover by boat. Stiiirs delivered the 
paper In the town himself but later he 
purchased a printing office equipment 
and published the News in Dover un- 
til a few weeks before his death. 

So far aa Is known he waa in his 
usual good health up until the minute 
cf his death. He had eaten a hearty 
supper last evening and waa sitting 
before the open Are at his home when 
he was called. 

There were very few editors In the 
state of Kentucky who were more cop 
led than Sam Stairs. A column of 
editorial aqulbs which he named 
"Stair Steps" was written by him each 
week for many years and these short, 
pithy editoriala were extensively cop- 
led. He waa an uncompromising 
Democrat and served his party well. 

In addition to operating hla news- 
paper, Mr. Stairs operated a Fire In- 
surance agency In Dover which grew 
tf. considerable size. He was one of 
the biggest hearted men In the com- 
munity and a larce fortune passed out 
cf his hands boraiisp of Mis big heart- 
edness. He waa once married hut 
was the father of no children helne 
survived only by a sister. Miss Evn 
Stairs, with whom he made his home, 
and one brother, Charles Stairs, of 
Indiana. 

Funeral will be held from the home 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock. Bur- 
ial in the Dover cemetery.

Washington, January 3 — Congress 
began wbrk today on the railroad 
problem. Wm. 0. McAdoo was call- 
eC before the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee to tell of his plan 
lot a five-year period of government 
control 

Indications tend to confirm reports 
that unless Congress moves quickly 
tbe roads will be turnea back to 
private control June 30. 

The various roads now owe the gov- 
ernment about $170,000,000. If they 
are turned back at once the govern- 
ment losses that sum, but if they are 
operated another six months the debt 
practically will be wiped out The 
freight rate increase haa only begun 
to offset the losaes, it was explained. 

The roads are not anxious to be 
freed either until they have received 
their operating contracta with the 
government. To 'date only 31 have 
been signed. 

Should the roads be released now 
tliose without operating contracts 
would be forced to go to the court of 
clalma to get money due them. 

GERMAN SHIPS FOB V. 8. 

Paris, January S— Oerman mer- 
chant ship Burreadered to the allies 
under the terms Of the armistice soon 
will be afallable for transporting 
American troopa home. 

Official announcement to this effect 
is expected shortly. 

In return for the use of German 
ships, the I'nited States will employ 
American tonnage in carrying food 
supplies to Europe. 

Tbe arrangement, It Is understood, 
was made by American officials and 
haa been accepted In principle by 
their allied aaeooiates. 

Only minor details retnain to be 
worked out.

With this 
asauranoa Representative longworth 
and the Ohio River members will sup- 
port the bill now before the House.
